LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 
LEGALISiNG COUNTY 
SCHEMES. 

From Our Own Reporters. 
fhe Chairman took the chair at 5.10 p.m.

The Minister for Local Government (Mr, 
‘lythe) moved the second reading of the 
cal Government (Temporary Provisions) 
ill, 1923. He again explained the provisions 
f the bill, which was, he said, of a purely 
emporary nature. Its chief ty go war to 
eguiarise certain things that had been done 
without legal sanction, and it dealt with a 
number of minor matters; but the principal 
lause in the bill was Clause 2, which legalised 
che existing county schemes, with their 
anfendments, and gave fetrospective légality 
to the things that bad been done under those 
chemes. Some of the schemes had been in 
peration as far back as 1921, and it was neces- 
acy, in order to prevent a tremendous amount 
4 confusion, that they should be legalised 
in the form in which they .were approved. 
[n fact, that was the main necessity for 
l\yinging in this bill—to prevent litigation and 
yotect councils and officials from ver sub. 
ect to law suits, and to prevent the loss of 
mone and energy and the confusion that 
vould result from these schemes being chal- 
enmcec. 

From the point of view of legality, the 
nndition of the Poor Law was, as they might 
sav a. te? moment chaotic, and it. was neces- 
ary thes Poor Law schemes should be 
equlised retrospectively, so that acts done by 
yersons in good faith under the schemes 
‘hieh were approved by the Ministry of Local 
(jovernment under Dail Eireann should not be 
challenged. It was not intended, however, 
lat the achemes should remain in their pre 
<ent form, even during the twelvé or thirteen 
months during which this Act would have 
mree. The schemes would be altered and 
broaght as far as possible to a standard form. 
‘Meanwhile a comprehensive scheme of local 
vovernment would be gone ahead with, and it 
was hoped it would have become law long 
opfore the date fixed for the expiration of this 
il

THE BREAK WITH BRITAIN. 


Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Home Affairs, 
seid that he took particular interest in this 
measure. He knew the conditions that pre- 
vailed at the time when the amalgamations 
were inaugurated, born, as they were, more 
or less, out of the necessities of the 
time. When, in the period of the second 
Dail, the local authorities were invited to 
break with the British Local Government 
Board, one and a half millions of money 
went out the w®idow, which was the British 
contribution to the cost of local administra- 
tion. The break had been well considered by 
the Government of the day before they issued 
instructions to the local authorities. On 
the other hand, there had been mounting “up 
against the local authorities millions of 
money in the shape of decrees for compensa- 
tion for malicious injuries—war damage to 
person and property. He th: that those 
decrees amounted to ten or twelve million 
mounds. These had not been enforced, .5 
that, financially, the break was not a bad 
business for thé ratepayers. T rates had 
heen strock for a snecific nurnose, namely, 
to provide for the public services: and. if 
the local bodies had complied with the re 
anest of the British Local eGovernment 
Board and submitted their accounts to andit, 
and complied with the reculations of the 
Board, thev would he bound to pay as com 
nensation for war damace, the money that 
was required to maintain the vital public 
services of the conntry. 

Then drastic schemes of retrenchment ad 
economy had to be initiated. The Local Go- 
vernment Department lonked around, and 
they found a great deal of waste and « 
moderate amount of corruntion in the loca! 
administration. A scheme of amalrcamation 
of local institutions was started, and the 
onus was thrown upon the counties to pro 
duce their own particular scheme. The De. 
partment fell foul of vested interests in cer- 
tain localities. There was intense local dis- 
satisfaction where an institution had to Le 
closed. People asked ‘‘ Are you going to rob 
us of the only remaining industry ?’’—the 
workhouse being regarded as a local industry. 
The Government put it to these people in a 
rough and ready way, and showed them how 
short-sighted they were. Anyhow, it re. 
sulted in the loeal aathorities being able to 
carry on the public services of the country 
the mill and a half that had been 
stopped by the British Lecal Government 
Board. The sthemées 6€9@Malcamation had 
worked fairly well, althéuch they had ‘wit 


normal times. The idea was to have a 
County Home or County Hospital, served try 
a food ambulance service, in each eonúitv, «nd 
he believed that it wodld. we" well and 
economically for the ratepayers. 
KILKENNY’S SUCCESS, 

Mr... said .that the scheme had 
worked well in his connty (Kilkenny), and 
that was larrely due to the efficiency of ..¢ 
local public health authority, which refused 
time and again to change their method, as 
they were requested to do bv the 
authorities at the head in Dublin. 
It wa the schemes that were in fault. 
but the administretion of them. Trouble had 
arisen because local authorities had been over- 
ridden hv heatquarters in Dublin. 

Mr. ©’Shannon said thet he would like to 
see a provision in the bill for legalising cer- 
tain things that had been done. He held that 
the whole poor law system sheuld be replaced 
by some other, the object of which should be 
to prevent destitution rather than the relief 
of the poor. 

Alderman O'Brien (Dublin City) said that 
he would like to support what other. speakers 
had said in favour vf a simpler scheme. He 
urged the Minister io regard bill as a 
purely temporary measure, and to concentrate 
on bringing forward « comprehensive meastre 
that would cover the whole ground of poor 
law reform in Irelanl, and would be an ideal 
poor law for the wrole country. 


MINISTE.R’S REPLY. 


_ The Minister for Local Government, reply- 
ing, eaid that there were many matters, even 
urgent matters, in connection with local 
government that tley would have liked to 
deal with by legislation, but in bringing for- 
ward this bill they had tried not to overload 
it, They had tried to put nothing in it: but 
what was necessary. It might be a question 
whether the Dail decrees passed after the 
ratification of the Treaty had any validity 
whatever, but, in any case, they were passed, 
and had been acted upon. They certainly 
should not be ignored; they should either be 
confirmed or repealed. There was ? 
serious reason for passing Section 13, by 
which members of a local authority might not 
be employed by that or another local authority 
The Government was inet introducing a new 
matter, but was really legalising the position. 
It was not proposed to oblige counties which 
had not made schemes to make them. 

The schemes so far had worked under con- 
siderable difficulties. The split which had 
nocurred had put members of boards on 
different sides, and had led to a eonsiderable 
amount of demoralisation, and the member- 
ship of the boards at present was pot by any 
means good membership. A great deal of 
fault could be found with the working of the 
schemes. He then referred to the large 
amount spent on home health. 

The bill passed its second reading.

Complaints had been made that: the charges 
for tolls, from which revenues were. derived, 
had been set aside for the building of piers 
atid harbours, ‘instead of for the purpose of 
the maintenance of navigition, He thought 
that every charge for tolls for the Shannon 
Navigation scheme should be. allocated to 
maintenance; and to “whatever expense was 
necessary for the payment of lock-keepets and 
others. He quite agreed with Deputy John 
son that the périod for which this bill was 
proposed was too long, and that the Minister 
‘hould make the period shorter than ten 
months. i 

The. Minister for Industry and Commerce 
admitted that the bill had been -‘* rushed,” 
and said that the Government simply wanted 
to get over the difficulty of the powers ex 
piring on Wednesday. He accepted an amend 
metit moved by Mr. Johnson that the bill 
should remain in force only until May 3st, 
instead of December Slat. 

The second reading was passed. 


ELECTORAL | BILL. 
RETURN OF CANDIDATES’ 
DEPOSITS. 

The Minister for Local Government moved 
that the Blectoral Bill, 1923, be taken up on 

report. 

Mr. Johnson ratsed an objection to Sub 
Section 5 of Section 20, which provides that 
if a candidate takes the oath as a member ot 
the Vireachtas; his deposit shall be returned 
as eoon as he has taken the oath, and that 
where a candidate is electéd, and does not 
take the oath, the deposit shall be íorfeiter! 
oh the dissolution of the Oireachtas to which 
he has been elected: He moved to substitute 
the following :— : 

“Tt a canuidate is elected the deposit made 
by him, otf on his tehalf, shail be returned 
ty the person by whom the deposit was made 
nw soon as practicable after the result of the 
glection is declared,” 

He said that the clauses In the bill were 
penal and punitive, and should mot be in 
vluded, considering the source from which 
théy came. The intention in them was not 
s Fóod one. They had adopted a econstitu- 
tional way of doing things, and a comststuency 
should be free to exprese its view a pat 
tieular line of policy by electing @ man “hy 
wotild refrain trom taking his seat. it was 
a better way than driving the constituency to 
acts of violence. . He thought that the clause 
marred the bill. He thought that they should 
uut agtée with it, betause it was not going 
w be effective in preveúting & than from gó “gc 
t» the poll determined not to take his seat 
4 elected. : 

Vrofessor ‘Magennis said that he wished to 
eapport the ameadment. The clause was, in 
an indirect way, a violation of the Constitu 
won, The right of free expression of opinion 
was guaranteed for all purposes not opposed 
to public morality. He ‘seriously suggested 
that it was not possible to consistently recon 
“le the clause with the Constitution. They 
were not blind to the fact that many opponents 
of the Saorstat would, if it were not for the 
oath, take their seats there. 


THE OATH. 


The Minister for Home Affairs said that the 
oath was a precedent to a member taking his 
seat in the assembly, therefore, this particular 
clause merely amounted to this—that a mem- 
ber was returnable when he took his seat in 
the Parliament. The oath question had be- 
come, apparently, a question of great magni- 
tude latterly—a burning question ; but he sug- 
gested that it might be very well taken in the 
spirit and in the sense in which another oath 
had been taken—as a pledge to the Irish 
people to do the best for them in any circum- 
stances that might arise. Many.members went 
to the British Parliament and took a very 
different oath, and the Irish people for many 
a long year thought none the worse of them. 
It was a constitutional condition laid down, 
precedent to their taking their seats in that 
assembly, and they went to that assembly to 
do the best that they could for the Irish people 
in any circumstances which might arise. The 
Irish people, he might take it, desired one 
Parliament carrying out one policy within 
their country, and that policy would be what- 
ever was the majority will of the Irish people 
for the time being living in- thie country. No 
man could bind that will: it was sovereign at 
all times, and it could no, more bind itself for 
to-day or to-morrow than that Parliament 
could bind itself for to-day or the day after. 

The majority will of the people must pre 
vail. There had been a grim fight fought for 
that, and they were not going to throw it 
away now. ere was going to be one Parlia- 
ment and one policy within this country. The 
majority will of the people of this country, 
facing facts and in the light of.reason, had 
adopted a certain policy. it had accented the 
Treaty and accepted the Constitution, and 
until the majority will of this: country re- 
pudiated that Constitut‘on publicly, that Con- 
stitution would be the Constitution of Ireland, 
and the men with the tende? consciences— 
those delightfully tender consciences of which 
they bad had en exhibition within the last 
year—must simply make up their minds 
whether they could not by great strese and 
strain take the oath laid down bv that Parlia- 
ment in the same spirit in. which their leader 
took an oath in the last Parliament as a 
pledge to do their best for the [rish people in 
any circumstances that might arise. 


” LOOKING TO THE FUTURE. 


Mr. O’Shannon: (Louth-Meath) - said that 
Ministers in législatine “whotld look to the 
future instead of to the past.

The 
wiss postal administration states that during 
the year 1921 some three million parcels, ap- 
roximating in value to £6,000.000, were 
handled through this method. The system 
has given a big impetus to home trade in 
Switzerland, and great quantities of goods. 
which formerly came from neighbouring 
countries through the instrumentality of ad. 
vertising end other enterprising means, are 
now secured at home. Bo the “ cash on de- 
livery ’’ system has saved millions of pounds 
to Switzerland, and given added life to home 
industries. It is a form of protection. 

We in this country, continued. Mr. Walsb. 
have suffered heatily in the past from the 
intensive advertising campaign of English 
firms. Day after day track-loads of parcels 
find their way inte this country. The total 
number would not fall much short of ‘three 
or four millions. What this means in money 
can be imagined.

THE DOMESTIC GRATE TO 
BLAME. 


About one-twentieth of the fuel put on the 
ordinary house fire goes out as smoke. Boiler 
furnaces, on the otiver hand, rarely emit more 
than i per cent. These were the figures given 
by Dr. J. & Owens, M.D., A.M.LC.E., 
F.G.8., F.R.S.1., who lectured in Dublin 
yesterday on “Smoke and the Pollution of 
the Atmosphere.”’ 

The lecturer further explained that the pol- 
lutioh by domestic smoke could readily be 
df&tinguished from that by factory smoke by 
the amount of tar contained, as the former 
carried 20 to 30 per cent., and the latter had 
very little. 

For content of solid matter, Rochdale, 
Liverpool and Newcast!e stood at the head 
of the list; London and Glasgow about the 
middle; and the record of having the smallest 
degree of pollution belonged to Malvern, a 
residential town in Worcestershire. Smoke in 
claded seoty matter, tar, sulphates, chlorides, 
and ammonia. The sulphates were the most 
injurious to buildings.

HURRICANE VELOCITY OF 
ICY WINDS. 


Wide variations in the pressure between 
the centre and the edge of a deep disturbance 
situate to the west of Ireland are responsibie 
for the stormy, unsettled weather now being 
experienced all over the British Isles, and 
the west and north-west of the Continent of 
Kurope. 

At London the average high velocity of 
the wind was 20 miles an hour from the 
south.

DUBLIN UNIVERSITY. 

TO THE EN'TOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

St#,—Your appreciation iu an article in to- 
day’s Lrich Z.mes.under this beading of Dublin 
University -as an Phere ‘of. broad-minded 
and enlightened toleration’’ is, in my judg- 
ment, historically corréct. [I am induced to 
state tio representative facts in this connec- 
tion which are not generally known. 

In 1793—the year in which Dublin Univer- 
sity, in advance by many years of the English 
Universities, admitted Fo Catholics to a 
degree- Irish Parliament opened to 4 
certain extent to Roman Catholics the learned 
professions, the g jury box, the en gig á 
partial fank in the Army, and, greatest of all, 
the elective franchise. A motion to introduce 
into the Government Franchise Bill 4 clause 
admitting Roman Catholics to Parliament was 
introduced by Mr. George Knox. one of the 
members for Dublin University Mr. Knox, 
who. was characterised by Lord Lansdowne. 
the Prime Minister, as one of the ablest men 
that Ireland had ever produced. ' réflected the 
sentimente of his constituency. by whom he 
was re-elected. He spoke and voted against 

_ Otfion. and su uently, when blin 
University was reduced from a two-member 
to a one-member constituency, he was the one 
of the two sitting members who was selected 
bY lot to represent it in the Imperial House 
© 


Commons. 

Mr. Knox’s motion in the Irish House of 
Commons, which anticipated the Emancipation 
Act for upwards of a generation, was defeated 
by 165 to 69, the whole weight of the Govern- 
ment having been thrown against him. Ít is 
4 remarkable fact that Arthur Wellesley, the 
future Duke of Wellington. who was then 
member for Trim in the Irish House of Com- 
mons, was put forward by the Government to 
oppose George Koz. 

Mr. Lecky,.who in his purely historical writ. 
ings rarely indulges in speculation, is con- 
strained to reflect on this incident. It would, 
he thinks, be curious to know whether Well- 
ington remembered this debate in 1829 (Mr. 
Knox had then passed away), when the un- 
settled question of emancination had hrought 
Ireland to the verge of civil war, and when 
he was hitnself, as Prime Minister, obliged to 
set the example of yielding to the fear of 
rebellion a measure which he had pledced 
himself to oppose. .‘‘If,”’ Mr. Lecky writes, 
“the question had been settled in 1793, the 
whole subsequent history of-Ireland wotld 
probably have been changed.” The man who 
made that sugvertion, with the full anproval 
of his constituents, was a member for Dublin 
University, whose name is now all but for- 
gotten. 

Again, I have lighted on a letter written by 
Daniel O'Connell when duine, in which he 
refers to Dr. Richard MacDonnell, afterwards 
Provost, and then a Senior Fellow of Trinity 
College, who had sicned a petition in 1813 for 
the admission of Roman Catholicg to- Parl‘a- 
ment. O’Conne!l snetks of Dr. MacDonnel] 
‘as a most particular friend who has never 
mitivated the kindness of his friendship. 
though he savs.he knows he has two fan ta in 
mv eyes—first, that he is a Protestant parson. 
and, secandly, that he is a wicked anti.

~ Doorn and the Ruhr. — 

According to our Correspondent in 
Disseldorf, the French occupation of the 
Ruhr Valley has given a great fillip to 
the Monarchist movement in Germany. He 
goes so far as to predict that a coup may 
be expected almost at any moment and 
that preparations are being made for the 
overthrow of the Republican Government. 
This rumour is based chiefly on some 
mysterious comings and goings between 
Germany and Holland, where the ex- 
Kaiser and his eldest son are in exile. 
Last Sunday, apparently, the ex-Crown 
Prince visited his father at Doorn, where 
he had a long interview with the fallen 
war lord. He left Doorn in the evening 
in a motor car which was driven in the 
direction of the German frontier. At about 
the same time three well-known German 
Monarchists left Wesel for Holland, and 
the presumption is that they met the. ex- 
Crown Prince by arrangement en route; 
for he arrived back at Doorn on the 
following afternoon, and had another long 
talk with his father. At first sight the 
whole story seems to be rather doubtful, 
but there is no doubt that Monarchist 
intrigue is afoot. The German Govern- 
ment is fighting a losing battle against the 
French in the Ruhr. All the cards are 
in the hands of General Degoutte, and the 
hope of the Monarchists is that Dr. Cuno 
will be forced sooner or later to throw in 
the sponge. Then their chance will come. 
The German people, they reckon, wil] turn 
against the Republicans, and will welcome 
the ex-Kaiser, or one of his sons, with 
open arms. In that event national feel- 


| ing, they assert, will be united against 


the French, and furor Teutonicus will burst 
forth again in a blaze of glory. 

The prospect is not very pleasing. A 
Monarchist coup almost certainly would 
lead to the annexation of the Ruhr Valley 
and the Rhineland by the French. All 
foreign sympathy with Germany would 
vanish with the return of the old régime, 
and the total dismemberment of the Reich 
would be only a matter of tima There 
may be some Germans who are foolish 
enough to believe that the isolation of 
Prussia as a Hohenzollern Kingdom would. 
be better than the present condition of 
affairs, but from the European point of 
view it would he a calamity. A Monarchist 
coup in Germany would ruin everything. 
It would cut the ground from under the 
feet of those who are trying to secure a 
reasonable setilement of the reparations 
problem. It would justify the most grastic 
action by the French in the Ruhr; and 
it would make another European war, 
either in the immediate or the more distant 
future, an absolute certainty, For that 
reason every lover of peace will hope that 
Dr. Cuno’s Government will weather th® 
storm. Abt present the whole German 
people, with insignificant exceptions, are 
ranged solidly behind if, and since. the 
early days of the Great War national unity 
in the Fatherland has not been so strong. 
For their own sakes, as well as for the 
sake of the world in general, the German 
people ought to turn a deal ear to the 
pleadings of the Monarchist tempters. The 
men who want to restore thé Hohenzollern 
dynasty are responsible, more than eny 
others, for the present plight of Germany. 
They plunged their country into war 
against civilisation, They were guilty of 
the atrocities which miade the name of 
Germany stink in the nostrils of decent 
men, 

In the meanwhile the deadlock in the 
Ruhr Valley shows no sign of breaking. 
Every day the French give the screw 
another turn. Every day the resistance 
of the German people becomes more 
stubborn and more determined, The day 
may come, of course, when the powers of 
human endurance must yield to the 
inexorable pressure of ruthless military 
force. Then Germany will be broken and 
the Monarchiets will have their way. For 
the time being, however, the energies of 
all. men of good-will ought to be applied 
towards a way out of the apparent impasse. 
France is gaining nothing by the occupe- 
tion, whereas she is losing not only.a very 
large sum of money, but much of the world 
sympathy which she won during the war.

have sown seeds of bitierness which will 
bear terrible fruit, the whole 
progress of Europe’s trade and develop

Of the London Electric Railways, 
which, of course, carry passengers only, all 
but one paid increased dividends over 1921. 
As a rule, increased dividends paid by 
railway companies are a signal for a 
demand for lower freight rates and 
cheaper fares. It is a sort of axiom with 
the public, if not with the railway finan- 
ciers, that lower fares will always pro 
duce iticfeased travel enough to make up 
the difference. There is a limit, of course, 
to the number of travellers, and to the 
lowness of fares, but it is not considered 
that it is even in sight at present in either 
éase. The railways, however, take the 
position that it would be unwise to cheapen 
freights or fares unti] the results of the 
group system are visible. In any case, it 
must be observed that the British rail- 
ways exhibit a healthy, if not an actually 
robust, financial condition: which must 
cause the mouths of-Irish ‘railway stock- 
holders to watér with envy. The. moral is 
obvious. It is the natural tendency of 
the civilised world to forge ahead in spite 
of all obstacles. The communities that are 
letting politics or any other thing inter- 
fere with their business are as foolish as 
they are few.

THE IRISH PEACE MOVE.

GENERAL MULCAHY ON THE 
AMNESTY OFFER, 

On the motion for the adjournnient of the 
Dail last evening, 

Mr. Gorey drew attention to the declara- 
tions with regard to peace in the morning 
papers. 

He was satisfied that the Government was 
convinced that the continuance of an armed 
opporition was a sure method of strangling 
the national’ aspirations. In these circum-

Over twenty. men of the Criminal Investi- 
gation- Department -at Oriel House, Dublin,. 
with an armed party of soldiers, were. engaged 
for the greater part of two hours yesterday 
afternoon in searching the ‘basements and ' 
cellars of houses in Merrion row, which runs 
at right angles to Merrion street; where the 
Government buildings are situated. 

Information, according to rumour, haf been 
conveyed to the authorities that a tunnel was 
being made towards the Government offices 
from a house in the neighbourhood of Merrion 
row. 

At about three o’clock the military arrived 
in the street. The. soldiers were stationed 
about the entrances to the row, and imme- 
diately afterwards the twenty or more C.1.D. 
men who accompanied them began a search. of 
the buildings. 

The ‘‘ Shelbourne House,” which. adjoins 
the Government buildings, was one of the first 
houses entered. All the storerooms of this 
drapery establishment were subjected to a 
thorough search, and the basement was 
searched from end to end, the floors. and 
walls being closely examined with the aid 
of electric torches. The search party car- 
ried old swords and bayonets to assist them in 
their excavations. Some of the plain clothes 
men ascended to the roof of the building; 
and “others visited ‘the bedrooms of 
the firm's employés. In the case 
of the male assistants, the contents of trunks 
and bags were turned ont for inspection. After 
a search which lasted for nearly half-an-hour 
the party left. ' 

The remaining houses-in Merrion Row were 
afterwards visited in turn. 

It is stated that among the houses which 
came in for attention was the residence of the 
French Consul in St. Stephen’s Green. In all 
cases particular notice was taken of the base-

His journey, was taken after a conference 
If night, at which M. Poincaré, M. Maginot 
(Mipister for War), Marshal Foch, and M. 
Le Trocquer were present, and its purpose 
was to secure unity upon & programme of 
measures, the first of which aims. at the com- 
plete control and the effective working of the 
railways by the two Allies. 

It is emphasised here to-day that the Bel- 
gian Government is even-outdistancing the 
French in its-desire that a policy of thorough. 
tess should be applied without delay. It is 
hoped that one result of to-day’s conference 
will be that Belgium will agree to send four 
or five thousand railwaymengto the Ruhr. 

To-day and to-morrow large batches of 
French railwaymen are leaving for the Rhine, 
to the number of 4,500. - They will bring the 
French total there up to 10,000, and with the 
Belgian contingent, if it can be had, up to 
15,000 men, with which number it is claimed 
the railways in the occupied area can be 
worked. 

It has not always been clear whether M. 
Poincaré’s first aim hitherto has been: to use 
the occupation of the Ruhr to bring Germany 
to her. knees or to exploit the mines for 
Reparations account. 

o-day it is evident; in any case, that 
energy is to be concentrated in a determined 
attempt to bring coal out. The departure of 
three coal trains yesterday from Dusseldorf for 
Aix: la Chapelle is spoken of in one quarter 
here this morning as an historical event. 

It must be said, on the other hand, that 
oceasion is taken elsewhere to point out that 
in a fortnight only 4,000 tons ape been got 
under way to France, which before the occupa- 
tion was entitled to one million tons a month: 
and M. Edouard. Helsey, m the Journal, wants 
to know why it is that after so long, and with 
expert engineers in control of all the railways, 
which have remained intact throughont, it is 
impossible to run, say, sixty trains a day out 
of more than six hundred of the normal ser- 
vice. He wants a little ginger put into the 
business. 

Excepting in quarters avowedly hostile to 
M. Poincaré, little is said in the papers to-day 
of the Premier's refusal to meet the Foreign 
Affairs Committee of the Chamber; but there 
is no doubt at all in Parliamentary circles that 
ae greatly added to the uneasiness already 
felt, 


Never for many years has. any Prime Minis- 
ter denied information both to the Chamber 
and the Committee. M. Poincaré is sharply 
reminded to-day of his action as Chairman 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
Senate when, twelve months ago, he insisted 
on the fullest information being given by M. 
Briand, the then Prime Minister, and finally, 
in that capacity. signed the notorious tele 
gram to’ him at Cannes which brought about 
hie resignation. 

The concern felt on the Left of the House 
especially is betrayed in an article in the 
uvre by M. Robert de Jouvenel, who. de- 
clarés that the only source of victory pos- 
sible is through the absolute ruin of France's 
debtor, and the. abandonment, therefore, of 
all hopes of her being paid. He thinks that 
it is. not. bevond belief that Germany, if she 
were given the chance, would raise an in- 
terior credit of, say, up .to 100 millions 
sterling as an earnest of her good faith. 

France might. then agree to leave the Ruhr 
on Germany accepting ths conditions of 
i control, etc., for an. international loan. 
Correspondents in the ‘Ruhr to-day say 
that. numbers of Lutheran pastors from un- 
occupied Germany -are arriving in. the towns 
and villages, incitmg the peop’, te & new 
crusade against the French.

{LL DETERMINED. 


NOT. ONE TON OF. COAL FOR 
FRANCE. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ovr Own CorRRESPONDENT, 
BERLIN, Friday. 

Clear evidence of the determination of the. 
Ruhr. and the rest. of Germany to continue 
the resolute resistance to the French in- 
vader was provided this afternoon by various 
mine directors, expelled burgomasters, 4nd 
politicians at a meeting to which the foreign 
correspondents here were invited. 

In the course of an impressive speech one 
of the leading mine directors of the Ruhr 
said that class differences in the Rabr had 
vanished as a resn]t of the French invasion. 

“We can go on working,” he continued, 
“as long as the French remain there, yet not 
one ton of coa] will be hewn for them by one 
single German miner, or transported by Ger- 
man railwaymen.”’ 

He added that the mine-owners had mffi- 
cient credit to enable them to go on paying 
the miners full wages as long as the French 
remained in the Ruhr. -Special arrangements 
had .also bean made to. enable the coa] hewn 
to be stocked until the blockade of un- 
ocenpied Germany was raised or the French 
withdrew. * 

Speaking for thé German Reichstag, Dr. 
Stresemann, leader of the influential German 
People’s Party, declared that Germany had 
never been so tnited since 1914, adding that 
the difficulty of settlement was mainly due to 
the French, who were in the Ruhr, not. to 
get coal, but to dominate Germany,

MORE EFFECTIVE THAN A 
GENERAL STRIKE,

THE KING'S CRYPT. 


“LAST SECRET TO BE 
REVEALED, 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


The last secret of the Pharach’s tomb will 
be presently revealed. The experts bid us 
hope that when the seals of the inner chamber 
are broken apd the wall pierced the body of 
the dead king may be found, with its funeral 
pomp and circumstances, as it was laid to rest 
more than three thousand years ago. Whether 
that hope will be fulfilled or not. none can 
tell until, after this great gap of time, light 
first glimmers in the darkness of the royal 
crypt, inviolate through ages, dynasties, and 
civilisations. 

No man of ordinary culture and imagination 
can think without a thrill of-the stirring, yet 
solemn, moment, when the secrets of the 
centuries may be disclosed. But even if 
these expectations. be in great. measure dis- 
appointed, if the coffins and the mummy of 
the Pharaoh, who bore sway while the Jews 
were vet bondsmen of the Egyptian, have been 
removed, and the furniture of his burial- 
place has ben impiously rifled and 
replaced by the callous hands of the 
official guardians of the dead, Lord 
Carnarvon and Mr. Howard Carter have added 
a fresh chapter to the history of mankind. 

Years of research may pass sway: before 
its full significance is interpreted, but already 
we know that it promises new light, not only 
upon the life and the age of Tutankhamen 
and bis subjects, but upon the first glrmmer- 
a Now European civilisation. When we have 

ed back so far es imagination carries 
us in the abyss of time upon the earth, and 
the wast periods in which the Egyptian civili- 
sation and other old civilisations grew sp, 
developed, and, it may be, utterly perished, 
we have but to consider a few of the dis- 
coveries of our own day to perceive how brief 
has been the life of man, and what a mere 
speck are his earth itself and his whole solar 
universe in the unfathomable immensities of 
creation. What are all the reigns of all the 
Pharaohs to the ten thousand billions of 
years that modern estimates assign to the life 
of the stars? What is the finest work 
visible to the eye to the millions of bilhons 
of atoms in a single cubic centimetre of 
helium gas—each atom in itself a cosmos, 4 
solar system of revolving electrons? We 
are but beginning to know the immeasurable, 
the infinitely great, and the infinitely little 
amidst which we live and we die. 


FRENCH FIRMNESS, 
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TURKEY’S CHANGED ATTITUDE. 


The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
writes >—Firmness and resolution continue to 
mark the French attitude towards Angora. 
France stands by the side of Great Britain 
against the Turks, and she tells Angora that 
she will no longer be trifled with. The posi- 
tion is now far more difficult for the Turks 
than for the Allies. France has only to await 
events, for to give way again would appear to 
be impossible. lt is for the Turks to choose. 
They can carry into execution their threats to 
fire om the Allied warships, and thus provoke 
& war, in which they have everything to lose, 
or they can withdraw their nltimatum and 
avow at once their error and their weakness. ’ 

According to news which has reached Paris, 
the resolute attitude of the-Allies has greatly 
impressed the representative of Angora at 
Smyrna. He received the Allied Generals 
with marked deference, and hastened to assure 
them that so far as the Allied Powers were 
concerhed no harm was intended. The 
ultimatum, he explained, has its origin in the 
fear that Greece was about to renew hosiid- 
ties. i

‘The Times in a leading article desling with

-reat Admirals of the Fleet whose out- 
standing qualities and life's work, afloat 
and at the Admiralty, added to and reacted 
pon by the energies an patriotism of Lord 
Charles Beresford, had largely made the Royal 
Navy what it was at this time—Sir Arthur 
\Wilson and Lord Fisher. The names of both 
Visher and Wilson must ofter recur in these 
naces, for they played decisive parts in the 
tale 1 have to tell. oy ee 
I first met Lord Fisher at Biarritz in 1907. 
We stayed for a fortnight as the guests of a 
common friend. He was then First Sea Lord 
and in the height of his reign. We talked all 
day long and far into the mghts. He told me 
wondertul stories of the Navy and of his plans 
_-all about Dreadnoughts, all about sub- 
marines, all about the new education scheme 
for all branches of the Navy, all about big 
suns, and splendid Admirals and foolish 
miserable ones, and Nelson and the Bible.

The Big Gun Ship. 


I remembered it all. I reflected on it often. 
At any rate, when I returned to my duties at 
the Colonial Office I could have passed an es 
amination on the policy of the then Board of 
Admiralty. . 
For at least ten years all the most im- 
ortant steps taken to enlarge, improve, or 
mise the Navy had been due to Fisher.

The water-tube boiler, 
chip.” the introduction of the submarine 
(Fisher's toys, as Lord Charles Beresford 
called them), the common education scheme, 
the system of nucleus crews for ships in re- 
serve. and, latterly, to meet the German 
rivalry, the concentration of the Fleets in 
Home waters, the scrapping of great quan- 
tities of ships of little fighting power, the 
creat naval programmes of 1908 and 1909, 
the advance to the 13.5-inch gun—all in the 
main were his. ! 

In carrying throngh these far-reaching 
changes he had created violent oppositions to 
himself in the Navy, and his own methods, in 
which he gloried,. were of a kind to excite 
bitter animosities, which he returned, and 
was eager to repay. He made it known, in- 
deed he proclaimed, that officers of whatever 
rank who opposed his policies would have 
their professional careers ruined. 

As for traitors—i.e., those who struck at 
hin: openly or secretly—*‘ their wives should 
be widows, their children fatherless, their 
lomes a dunghill.'” This he repeated again 
and again. ‘Ruthless, relentless, and re- 
morseless” were words always on his lips, 
and many grisly examples of Admirals and 
Captains eating out their hearts ‘‘on the 
beach” showed that ho meant what he said. 


In the Fishpond. 


He did not hesitate to express his policy in 
the most unfavourable terms, as if to chal- 
lenge and defy his enemies and critics. 
‘‘ Favouritism,’’ he wrote in the log of Dart- 
mouth College, “‘is the secret of efficiency.” 
What he meant by ‘“‘favouritism’’ was se- 
lection without regard to seniority by a dis- 
cerning genius in the interests of the public; 
but the word “‘ favouritism ” stuck. 

Officers were said to be “in the fishpond”— 
unlucky for them if they were not. He 
poured contempt uponsthe opinions and argu- 
ments of those who did not agree with his 
schemes, and abused them roundly at all 
times, both by word and letter. 

There is no doubt whatever that Fisher was 
right in nine-tenths of what he fought for. 
His great reforms sustained the power of the 
fwoyal Navy at the most critical period in its 
history. e gave the Navy the kind of 

hook which the British Army received at the 
Uime of the South African War. 

After & long period of serene and unchal- 
lenged complacency the mutter of distant 
thunder d be heard. It was Fisher who 
hoisted the storm-signal and beat all bands 
to quarters. He forced every department of 
the Naval Service to review its position end 
question its own existence. He shook them 
and beat them and cajoled them out of 
slumber into intense activity. 

But the Navy was not a pleasant place 
while this was going on. The “Band of 
Brothers ’’ tradition which Nelson had handed 
down was for the time, but only for the time, 
discarded; and behind the open hostility of 
chieftains flourished the venomous intrigues of 
their followers. 


The Fisher Way. 


I have asked myself whether al] this could 
not have been avoided; whether we could not 
haye had the Fisher reforms without the 
Fisher methods? My conviction is that Fisher 
was maddened by the difficulties and obstruc- 
tions which he encountered and became violent 
in the process of fighting so hard at every 
step. In the government of a great fighting 
service there must always be the combination 
of the political and professional authorities. 

A strong First Sea Lord, to carry out a 
vigorous policy, needs the assistance of a 
Minister, who alone can support and defend 
him. The authority of both is doubled by 
their union. Each can render the other ser- 
vices of supreme importance when they are 
both effective factors. Working in harmony, 
they multiply each other. 

By the resultant concentration of combined 

power, no room or chance is given to faction. 
For good or for ill what they decide together 
in the interests of the Service must be loyally 
accepted. Unhappily, the later years of Lord 
‘isher’s efforts were years in which the <Ad- 
miralty was ruled by two Ministers, both of 
“hom were desperately and even mortally ill. 
A'though most able and most upright public 
men, both Lord Cawdor and Lord Tweed- 
mouth, First Lords from 1904 to 1908, were 
afflicted with extreme ill-health. 
Moreover, neither was in the House of 
‘ommons and able himself, by exposition in 
the responsible Chamber, to proclaim in un- 
questioned accents the policy which the Ad- 
miralty would follow and which the House of 
Commons should ratify. 


Mr. M‘Kenna’s Work. 


When in 1908 Mr. McKenna became First 
Lord there was a change. Gifted with re- 
markable clearness of mind and resolute 
courage, enjoying in the prime of life the 
fullest vigour of his faculties, and having 
acquired a etrong political position in the 
House of Commons, he was able to supply an 
immediate steadving influence, But it was 
too late for Fisher. The Furies were upon 
his track. The opposition and hatreds had 
already grown too strong. The schism in the 
Navy continued, fierce and open. 

At the beginning of 1910 Sir John Fisher 
quitted the Admiralty and passed as every- 
one believed, finally into retirement, crowned 
with achievements, loaded with honours, but 
pursued by much obloquy, amid the triumph 
of his foes. - 

For a man who for so many years filled 
great official positions and was charged with 
so much secret and deadly business, Lord 
Fisher appeared amazingly voluminous and 
reckless in correspondence. When for 
the purposes of this work and for the 
satisfaction of his biographers I col- 
lected all the. letters I had received from 
the Admiral, they amounted to upwards of 


- three hundred closely typewritten pages. In 


the main they repeat again and again the 
principal naval conceptions and doctrines 
with which hie life had been associated. Al- 
though it would be easy to show many incon- 
istencies and apparent contradictions, the 
zeneral message is unchanging. 

The lettere are also presented in an enter- 
taining guise, interspersed with felicitous and 
sometimes recondite quotations, with flashin 
phrases and images, with mordant jokes a 
corrosive personalities. All were hed of 
red-hot as they left his mind, his strong pen 
galloping along in the wake of the imperious 
thought. He would often audaciously fling 
out on paper thoughts which other people 
would hardly admit to their own minds. 

lt is small wonder that his turbulent pas- 
sages left so many foes foaming in ‘his wake. 
The wonder is that he did not Sipwreck him- 
relf a sore of times. The buoyancy of his 
senius alone supported the burden, Indeed, 
in the process of years the profuse and i'n- 
Prudent violence of his letters became, in a 
*stise, 1t8 Own protection. People came to 
eve that this was the breezy style appre- 


priate to our guardians of the deep. Tho 
old Admiral swept forward on his stormy 
course, 


“Till Hell Freezes.”’ 


To me, in this period of preparation, the 
arrival of his letters was always a source of 
lively interest and pleasure. Í was regaled 
with eight or ten closely-written double pages, 
fastened together with a little pearl pin or a 
scrap of silken ribbon, and containing every 
kind of news and counsel, varying from blis- 
tering reproach to the highest forms of in- 
spiration and encouragement. 

From the very beginning, his letters were 
couched in an affectionate and paternal style. 
“My beloved Winston,” they began, ending 
usually with & varf&Mtion of ‘‘ Yours to a 
cinder,”’ “ Yours till Hell freezes,” or “ Till 
charcoal sprouts,”’ followed by a P.S. and two 
or three more pages of pregnant and brilliant 
matter. 

I have found it impe: Ale to re-read these 
letters without sentiments of strong regard 
for him, his fiery soul, his volcanic energy, 
his deep creative mind, his fierce outspoken 
hatreds, his love of England. Alas, there was 
a day when Hell froze and charcoal sprouted 
and a was reduced to cinders; when 
“My be cred. Winston”’ had given place te 
“First Lord: I can no longer be your col- 
league.” I am glad to be able to chronicle 
that this was not the end of our long and in- 
timate relationship. 


* - - - 


Another Type. 


Sir Arthur Wilson, the First Sea Lord, 
received me with his customary dignified 
simplicity. He could not, oí course, be 
wholly unaware of the main causes which 
had brought me to the Admiraltv. In con- 
versation with the other Sea Lords when the 
well-kept secret of my appointment first 
reached the Admiralty, he said: ‘‘ We are to 
have new masters; if they wish us to serve 
them we will do so, and if not, they will find 
others to carry on the work.” 

I had only met him hitherto at the con- 
ferences of the Committee of Imperial Defence, 
and my opinions were divided between an 
admiration for all I heard of his character 
and a total disagreement with his strategic 
views. He considered the creation of a War 
Staff quite unnecessary; I had come to set 
one up. He did not approve of the War 
Office plans for sending an army to France in 
the event of war; I considered it my duty 
to perfect these arrangements to the smallest 
detail. 

he was, as I believed, still an advocate of 
a close blockade of German ports,“ which to 
my lay or military mind the torpedo seemed 
already to have rendered impossible. These 
were we and vital differences. He on his 
side probably thought we had got into an 
unnecessary panic over the Agadir crisis and 
did not properly understand the strength and 
nobility of the British Fleet nor the true 
character of British strategic power. 

He was due to retire for age from the 
Service in three or four months, unless his 
tenure had been extended, while I, for mv 
part, came to the Admiralty with a very 
clear intention to have an entirely new Board 
of my own choosing. In these circumstances 
our association was bound to be bleak. 


A Striking Figare. 


This is, perhaps, however, the moment io: 
me to give an impression of this striking naval 
personality. He was, without any exception, 
the most selfless man I have ever met or 
even read of. He wanted nothing, and le 
feared nothing—absolutely nothing. .Whether 
he was commanding the British Fleet or re- 
pairing an old motor car, he was equally Leco 
equally interested, equally content. 

To step from a great office into absolute 
retirement, to return from retirement to the 
pinnacle of naval poyer, were transitions 
which produced no chafize in the beat of that 
constant heart. Everything was duty. It was 
not merely that nothing else mattered. There 
was nothing else. One did one’s duty as 
well as one possibly could, be it great or 
small, and naturally one deserved no reward. 

This had been the spirit in which he had 
lived his long life afloat, and which by his 
example he had spread far and wide through 
the ranks of the Navy. It made him seem 
very unsympathetic on many occasions, both 
to officers and men. Orders were orders, 
whether they terminated an officer's profes- 
sional career or led him on to fame, whether 
they involved the most pleasant or the most 
disagreeable work; and he would snap his 
teeth and smile his wintry smile to all com- 
plaints and to sentiment and emotion in every 
form. 

Never once did I see his composure dis- 
turbed. He never opened up. never unbent. 
Never once, unti] a very dark day for me, did 
I learn that my work had met with favour in 
his eyes. 


“Old ‘Ard ’Art.” 


Ail the same, for all his unsympathetic 
methods, ' Tug,” as he was generally called 
(because he was always working, ¢.g., pulling, 
hauling, tugging), or alternatively Old "Ard 
'Art,” was greatly loved in the Fleet. Men 
would do hard and unpleasant work even 
when they doubted its necessity because he 
had ordered it and it was “his way.” 

Everyone knew the story of his V.C., when 
the square broke at Tamai, and when he was 
seen, with the ammunition of his Gatling ex- 
hausted, knocking the Dervish spearmen over 
one after another with his fists, using the 
broken hilt of his sword as a sort of knuckle- 
duster. 

Stories were told of his apparent insensi- 
bility to weather and climate. He would 
wear a thin monkey-jacket in mid-winter in 
the North Sea with apparent comfort while 
everyone else was shivering in great coats. He 
would stand bareheaded under a tropical sun 
without ill effects. He had a strong inven- 
tive turn of mind. 

The system of counter-mining in use for 
forty years in the Navy, and the masthead 
semaphore which continued till displaced by 
wireless telegraphy were both the products of 
his ingenuity. He was a most skilful and ac- 
complished commander of a fleet at sea. In 
addition to this he expressed himself with 
great clearness and thoroughness on paper, 
many of his documents being extended 
arguments of great exactness in detail and 
widely comprehensive scope. 

He impressed me from the first as a man of 
the highest quality. but, as I thought, dwell- 
ing too much in the past of ~ naval 
science, not sufficiently receptive of new 
ideas when conditions were changing so 
rapidly, and, of course, tenacious and un- 
yielding in the last degree. 

After we had had several preliminary talks 
and I found we were not likely to reach an 
agreement, I sent him a minute, which raised 
an unmistakable issue. He met -it by a 
reasoned and unqualified refusal, and I then 
determined to form a new Board of Admiralty 
without delay. I put my proposals before the 
Prime Minister, and obtained his assent.

The Menace to 
Civilisation.

N the years immediately preceding the great 

| war Mr. Bernard Shaw's brilliant and 

aggravating play had familiarised the 
public mind with Nietzsche’s concept of the 
“ Buperman.” The English mind cannot’ be 
said to have taken it “with any degree of 
seriousness, and was unable to make out 
whether Mr. Shaw was in earnest or only 
poking fun at them. The war, however, re- 
vealed the fact that a considerable section of 
the German people had been taking it all too 
seriously. “The eclipse of Germany has also 
HS wee the Superman, and to-day he appears 
to have been relegated to the region of the 
back-number, — 

The Arch RS vacated by the Superman is 
now occupied by the Sub-man, with the 
difference that he is being taken with very 
great seriousness. Mr. Stodard in America 
and Dean Inge in England have introduced 
him to a large audience of serious people, 
who are gravely concerned at facts which 
menace the whole fabric of a civilisation now 
no longer believed to. be founded upon a rock. 
Already the subject of the Sub-man is dis- 
cussed in our popular magazines, and few can 
plead ignorance of his existence or of the fact 
that he is causing uneasiness to many 
thoughtful minds in more than one continent. 


The Sab-Man. 


What, then, is this Sub-man, about. whom 
there is all this to-do? He is simply the pro- 
duct of low human stocks, ‘whose chief charac- 
teristic is inferior intelligence. Civilisation 
imposes restraints and burdens, and. these he 
is by his very constitution unable to sustain. 
Nature . would make short work of him, but 
our civilisation has decreed that he shall be 
sheltered from the rougher blasts of nature 
and allowed to multiply his. kind, which he 
does out of all proportion. But the very 
civilisation which protects and fosters him 
irks him. The pace and strain of a high 
civilisation is too much for him. He becomes 
unhappy in a too strenuous environment, 
discontented and “up against it.” On every 
possible occasion he is ready to “‘ revert to 
type,” and any weakening of authority gives 
him his opportunity, 


Education. 


The nineteenth century had a panacea for 
him. The utilitarians héld that it is pos- 
sible to educate a poor stock into a good stock, 
that if properly fed and groomed a cart-borse 
could be turned into a hunter. According to 
their dogma the man is made by what is pot 
into him. Education for all—without pre- 
liminary enquiry whether the subject was 
educable or not—was the cure. The twentieth 
century has the finished product before it, 
and is so little impressed by the result that it 
seems to be on the point of prescribing not 
education but elimination. For the Sub-man 
has been given the vote in the belief that it 
will raise him to the level of Man. It has, in 
factyonly resulted in multiplying his numbers, 
so that now he appears to be on the point of

outvoting all others. The dynamic of the few 
superior intelligences that really guide a 
civilised community is in danger of being frus- 
trated.

The Menace. 


What, then, is the nature of the menace 
to civilisation, and why should it be acute to- 
day ! Every nation has always had its low 
and degenerate stocks and those who are in- 
capable of reaching the average level. If they 
have been dealt with in the past why not to- 
day’ ‘The answer to this question has already 
been suggested. The Sub-man has been 
increasing his numbers out of all proportion, 
and having been given power by an equal 
“vote in State, Municipality, and. Trade Union 
he can not only check the progress of. more 
virile stocks, but he can levy blackmail by 
taxing the minority of the very superior. And 
what is happening in every country which 
has adopted what is known as Western civili- 
sation is that Caliban is bringing up an enor- 
mous brood at the expense of Prospero, who is, 
in consequence, unable to afford more than 
two children. As it requires four children to 
be sure of replacing the two parents, it follows 
that the future of these nations lies with the 
Calibans, whom no biological alchemy can 
radically improve—at any rate within any 
measurable period of time. 


The Facts. 


It is only within the last few. years that 
facts have been accumulated to confirm on 4 
large scale what is obvious in every parish. 
The superior intelligence of the ‘‘ middle” 
and professional classes has been running dry, 
and is no longer being adequately replaced 
from the better stocks of the “ working 
classes, ” which are, in England at any rate, 
failing to supply the same numbers as for- 
merly. The superior stocks of the “ working 
class ” are being bled white, and are failing. 
As long as there was a constant stream from 
below upwards, the proportion necessary 
for the maintenance and progress of 
our civilisation was preserved. It is 
an established fact that this flow is 
not being maintained. But the mos 
arresting facts are those provided by the “in- 
telligence tests’’ applied by the American 
Army—simple in principle, but claborate in 
detail—to the recruits during the war. These 
tests were applied to 1,700,000 men. Men of 
very superior and of . superior intelligence 
formed 12 per cent. of the whole. No less 
than 47 per cent. fell below the average in- 
telligence of a normal child of thirteen years 
of age. Probably the average intelligence of 
the citizens of the United States is higher than 
that of any modern democracy, in whith case 
it will not be a far-fetched deduction to say 
that government “ by the people” means 
government by an intelligence less than that 
of. a child of thirteen years of age. It is little 
wonder that the American Government is con- 
cerned abott its immigration laws, and is 
anxious to prevent the dumping of degenerate 
European stocks to replace the shrinkage of 
the declining native American. ~ 


The Remedy. 


Faced with a menace which seems inevitable, 
the quest of a remedy is engaging many 
minds. ether our accepted Christian 
ethic will escape modification is a question 
which may be regarded as open. But a con- 
siderable practical beginning may be made 
in the segregation and sterilisation of those 
who can be medically certified as, “ feeble- 
minded’’—a very prolific section of every 


taken to remove the burden of taxation and 
of living from the shoulders of the “ fit,” 
which is now being squandered on the multi- 
plication of those who will never be anything 
but “unfit” for civilised life, and is being 
wasted on the expensive education of those 
who are in reality not educable.

Nature's Symphony.

ALKING one day through a wood in a 
W storm of wind atid rain, it seemed 
strange that the world should put so 
conventional an interpretation @n the word 
music. If ‘‘ music is a succession of sound so 
modulated as to please the es.” surely the 
woods ring with melody when the wind plays 
among the tages. Poets, who are permitted an 
untamed imagination, have, from time im- 
emoria), sung of the music of naturt. ‘Silver- 
tongued Shelley wrote of 
“ Harmonies, 
Oi the plains and of the skies, | 
Oi the torest and of the mountains, 
Of the many voicéd fountains, 
The clearest echoes of the hills, 
The softest notes of falling ri'ls, 
‘The melodies of birds and bees, — 
The murmuring of summer ‘seas. 
Yeats of ‘‘ Dim shores far, away, rolled round 
with music of the sighing spray,” and a 
hundred poets of such things as. The deep 
Folian murmur made by eighing breeze and 
rustling shade,’’ ‘‘ Winged. storms chanting 
théir thunder psalm,’’ ‘*The music oí the 
mouatain rill, leaping in glee from hill to 
hill,” ‘* Woodnotes wiid as it a mother singing 
to her child.”’ 


The Rule of the Wind. 


All the trees of the forest. sound a different 
note when touched by the fingers of Aeolus, 
ruler of the winds. Among the Wicklow 
Mountains there is a hill that terminates a 
long mountain rampart- overloeking a deep 
valley. The eastern. slope of this beautiful 
hill is covered by a dense wood of larch and 
pines. which follows the contours of valley 
and height till it reaches the top of the wange. 
Under the trees the ground is covered with a 
bed of brown pine needles, the accumulation 
of scores of years, set with huge cushions of 
the greenest and deepest of fern mosses, 
delicious to touch and smeil. Where the 
valley dips to the little stream it is strewn 
with grey granite boulders, which crop up 
among the brown and green. , 

At all times of the year the light m the fir 
wood is dim and mysterious, for the branches 
overhead show scarcely a ghmpse of the sky. 
Even in the height of summer the sunlight is 
filtered till the quality is thinned and changed 
to something ethereal before it reaches the 
mosses and toadstools on the ground. Farin 
the upper branches siskins and tits. call to 
each other with shrill, minute-voices scarcely 
to be heard. And always, at ail times.of the 
year, the silence of the fir.wood is whet strikes 
the ear as no noise could arrest it. No flowers 
grow here, no bird sings, no bée swings down 
its glades with joyous hum; all around the 
negation of sound is strange and awe-inspiring. 
Yet when the ear geis accustomed to it, the 
silence is not absolute, for one sound pervades 
the whole place. It is the low musical note 
of the wind, touehing with ery fingers the 
myriad pine needles.of the firs and vibrating 
them like the tiny strings of a harp. 


The Forest Orchestra. 


Solemn cadences close each symphony as the 
wind passes along and is ‘lost in the far isles. 
Again it comes across the tree-tops, swaying 
and bending them, sweeping great’ chords: of 
minor sixths, melodies so transient that the 
ear almost fails to. capture the illusive 
sound before it has faded way. The 
north and east winds. play different 
music on the same instruments, epd 
it will not. take long to‘distinguish which is 
thé musician. At night, sometimes, when 
the wind changes suddenly, the eiltered sound 
among the beech twigs will inform ‘he mid- 
night listener in his bed that. a different 
finger is playing the eolian harp in the 
woods. . The cold winds. play in a higher key 
than the warm ones; and the compass is very 
much reduced. — But it is on a wet night, 
when the south or south-west wind -blows 
gently, that the forest.orchestra seems to ve 
conducted by Orpheus himself. Then the 
compass of sound ts at its greatest, and it 
seems as if the stringed instruments were 
supported by the sonorous tones of bassoons 
and oboes, running up to the clear note 'f 
flutes. 

Yet, many people will say they can. hear 
nothing at such times but. the swish of 
branches and the tinkling of rain upon the 
leaves. How -re snch things to be accounted 
for?. There is no doubt that ears are atuned 
to dissimilar soutds, and that the hearing cf 
different. people is on different planes, rt 
necessarily better or worse, one than anothef. 
Like wind oa tant strings, the thin twigs 
respond io thas vibration of the air and emit 
small distinct notes, which can be clearly 
discerned by certain ears and not by others. 
Does the dampness in the-air on s wet night 
assist this resonance or reverberation of 
sound ? 


The Melody of the Stream. 


But the trees are not the only instraments 
of the wild. Below the mountain ramparts, 
where the pines sing, there is a stream which 
gathers its waters from the sturdy flanks cf 
many a heather-covered mountain. Its bed is 
strewn with boulders and rocks, which the 
water has for centtries been rubbing together 
to make the long stretches of silvery gravel 
where the fish spawn.  All.down the valley 
the stream is broken by casqgdes and water- 
falls, where the water frets and seethes in 
miniature whirlpools and torrents. Every 
fall has its own: musical scale, exquisitely 
clear and true, though the compass includes 
but four or five notes, sometimes a fragile 
threnody of minor tones, played. with .a 
strange monotony. So long as the river re- 
mains at the same level, so long will the 
little tune remain the same. The notes of | 
each fall differ; sometimes because of the 
volume of water, sometimes according to the 
nature. of the rock upon which it° falls. 
There are no fine chords in the river music; 
the tones are pure and simple, as an ancient 
Greek melody.

never attains dwarfhood. Hard pruning while 
the tree is young and a judicious thinning of 
spurs in time are the remedies for this—in 
fatt, the spurs should never be allowed to be- 
come too thick at any time, as they defeat 
their own ends by keeping the light and air 
from orié another, and a poor crop of fruit is: 
the inevitable result. 


The pruning of horizonta] or espalier apples 
and pears follows the same principles, but 
leaves less scope for the irfagination. When 
the tree is young its main steam is trained 
straight up, is cut back hard to induce strong 
growth, and each year, from this main stem, 4 
pair of arms is trained out at right angles 
until the tree reaches its full size. The only 
shoots that are treated as ‘‘leaders”’ while 
the tree is being formed are those at the top 
of the centre stem and at the end of each arm, 
and these are cut back hard each winter to 
make good shoots the next season. All the 
ghoots growing along the arms are pinched 
back to six leaves in summer and are cut back 
tó two.good, plump buds in winter; for the 
aim ‘of the espalier tree is to have fruit spurs 
right along all its horizontal branches. A 
fam-trained tree differs from a horizontal in 
that it may have no centre stem. Each rib 
of the fan is treated like the arm of a 
horizontal as to pruning, and is trained out 
on the wall or on the wires in such a way as 
to fill in the whole space as economically as 
possible. Fan-trained wall trees are often seen 
nailed in with the leading shoots trained _ 
almost perpendicularly and with an empty wall 
space to right and leit. 

This is not merely uneconomic, but foolish 
into the bargain. When a shoot is bent down 
and trained into a horizontal position, nearly 
every bud will break and will make growth. 
A rose with vigorous, shoots will give roses all 
along the length of any shoot if the end be 
pegged down into the ground. If the shoot be 
allowed.to grow straight up. or if it be nailed 
to a wall in an upright position, the opposite 
result is to be expected. Good growth is 
made at the top, for the sap rises instinctively 
to the top of any tree or shoot; but there is 
small chance for the lower buds, for-the sap 
has rushed by and left them barren. Herein 
may be found the reason for what the 
gardener terms “coarse growth.” Old wall- 
trees ‘ consist almost invariably of a 
forest of such growth at the top of 
the wall, with bare, unprofitable branches 
down below—the reason is upright training 
and thoughtless pruning. For, if a tree has 
once made strong, course shoots, hard cutting, 
far from improving matters, will make con- 
fusion worse. confused. In: place of every 
strong shoot cut back hard two or three will 
immediately grow, and, moreover, these shoots 
are anathema to the gardener on any part of 
a tree, for, being green and sappy, they will 
never frnit. The only remedy for strong, 
unwanted growth is to bend down the whole 
branch if possible, and, if not, the shoots in 
question, and to cut back as little as possible 
until the tree becomes. normal; otherwise 
root prumng must be resorted to. 


A Dablin Garden. 


A garden that was taken over about four 


any gardener, but on all the walls were old 
trained trees, bare below, and with a forest of 
growth »well above the top oí the wall. The 
first instinct of the future owner was in 
despair to dig out and burn, root and branch. 
This would have involved new trees, much 
expense, and much patience. Fortunately, wiser 
counsels prevailed, and only the obviously 
impossible trees were taken out. Every other 
tree in that garden was that year unfastened 
from the wall, the branches that before were 
nailed up straight weye brought down as far 
as possible, and ndiled in as near the 
horizontal as they could be urged. Dead 
wood and diseased branches were cut out, and 
the trees were sprayed with caustic wash to 
clean off the various accumulations of the 
years gone by. There was a small crop of 
fruit next year, chiefly on the few old twigs 
and spurs that had been below the top of the 
wall. -A little judicious pruning was done 
that year, and the year after the trees were 
improved out of a]! knowledge. and bore a 
surprisingly good crop of fruit. A few have 
since been discarded as unworthy of a place 
on a good wall, and young ones have been 
planted instead; but people taken round the 
garden now comment on the fine wall trees, 
and how well they are covered with fruiting 
wood from top to toe. ‘he triumph was all 
the greater as most of the trees were plums, 
and a plum tree is proverbiaily hard to coax 
back to fruiting when it has once developed 
the habit of making strong growth.

mill since November, 1869, the year 
and the month when I passed the en- 
trance examination for the Bank of.

Some Ancient Irish 
Relics. 
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(BY EVELYN GROGAN.) 
b Ireland there still remain a certain 


number of ancient Celtic crosses. They 

are tremendously high, and their origin 
was not sepulchral. Beneath their shadow 
hunted fugitives cowered to find safety. 
These Irish mementoes of wild and stirring 
times are full of interest to those who care 
to dweil for one moment on things archxo- 
logical. - The oldest and most interesting of 
these Sanctuary crosses may be seen at 
Castledermot, in County Kildare. This is 
now merely a straggling village, absolutely 
out of what used to be the tourist track, but 
it has harboured Kings, Saints, and Arch- 
bishops of olden times, while in 1276 A.D., 
1377, and 1485 Parliaments were held there. 
Cormac Mac Cullenham, King of Munster, 
lies buried, among ruins, killed in a desperate 
battle, 908.A.D. 

These crosses were not erected solely fo 
the benefit of outlaws. They bore rude 
carvings, to illustrate the Bible story. This 
was a system of image writing, to point out 
Christianity to thdse unable to read or obtain 
access to manuscript Bibles before printing 
was invented. These crosses show a know- 
ledge of the intricate patterns and designs 
characteristic of Celtic art. A very curious

guestion is opened up by a representation of 
Pagan interment on the High Cross, Castle- 
dermot. The cross represents Christianity, 
but it seems possible that Pagan burials were 
practised in Ireland, long after Christianity 
had taken a firm hold of the land. The 
carver may have been drawing from memory 
—not imagination. The rough carving on 
this particular cross depicts an entombed 
figure of Death, in a crouching attitude, 
seated with knees drawn up and arms clasp- 
ing them. This position was secured by 
bands swathed and firmly bound. It is en 
image of Death in the soul as well as the 
body. “he figure at Castledermot, though 
bound up, is supposed to he awakening to 
the call of Christianity. ‘That this peculhar 
form of. burial was st one time common 1s 
roved by skeletons and mummies that have 
Ean deemed sitting in sepulchres with 
knees drawn up to their chins long after the 
bands that held them had crumbled to dust. 
On the plinth of one of the Castledermot 
crosses there is quite a merry scene. All 
sorts of animals are trotting across it, with 
Noah driving them on. A duck precedes an 
elephant, both being the same size; and, he- 
low. oxen, lambs and goats gambol along. 
Other figures have their meaning, but a 
novice might have difficulty in recognising 
that two energetic fighting men symbolised 
Prayer, and represented Jacob wrestlnig with 
the angel. 

A vast fund of knowledge has been un- 
earthed by the County Kildare Archeological 
Society. Ireland is rich in relics of olden 
time, and Kildare’s antiquaries have done 
much to preserve them, and to make known 
their history to the present generation.
